The problem will come down, 
then, to how much Americans are 
willing to sacrifice to‘revive a 
shaken Europe and restore the 
non-Communist nations to some- 
thing like normalcy. Chances are 
the sacrifice requested will not be 
too great. It may be that in order 
to ip steel overseas, the indi- 
vidual motorist will de required 
to wait only a week longer for 
his new car, or the individual 
farmer to use his old tractor an- 
other 10 days.

Steelmaking is a complicated 
business, requiring many facilities 
and many processes, and one mill 
can make several different kinds 
of steel.

Testi- 
mony was given for the state by 
Chief of Police Earl Lewis of 
Kirkwood and other officers, who 
told of Linders’s admission that 
he killed Mrs. McAndrew at her 
home, 122 East Woodbine avenue, 
Kirkwood, for “révenge.” Linders 
had engaged in a bitter legal fight 
with his stepmother, Mrs. Alma 
Linders, over the estate of his 
father, the late Edwin Z. Linders 
Sr., St. Louis county market oper- 
ator. He is held in jail at Clay- 
ton without bail pending the 
grand jury action. 

A verdict of natural causes was 
returned by a coroner’s jury to- 
day following an inquest in the 
death of Linders Sr., whose bady 
was exhumed last Saturday and 
examined for arsenic poisoning. 
Linders Jr., in admitting the Mc- 
Andrew murder, asserted he be- 
lieved his father had been 
poisoned before his death in 1944. 
A laboratorv examination of speci- 
mens of Linders’s body was nega- 
tive to poison.

today from a collapse suffered at 
his home last night, his physician 
announced. 

The physician, Dr. George Baehr, 
said on leaving LaGuardia's bed- 
side that the former mayor and 
director general of the United Na- 
tions Relief and Rehabilitation 
Administration “has thus far 
shown no signs of rallying. There 
appears to be no indication of 
immediate change either for better 
Or worse.” 

LaGuardia, who is 64 years old,

Marshall Plan. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 17 (AP)— 
Harold E. Stassen asserted today 
America “should begin at once a 
nationwide, co-ordinated, volun- 
tary food conservation program.” 
At the same time he called for a 
special session of Congress to en- 
act the Marshall Plan. 

The former Minnesota Governor, 
only avowed 1948 Republican pres- 
idential candidate, said in an ad- 
dress at a state Chamber of Com- 
merce luncheon “the shortage of 
food around the world for this 
ar winter requires immediate 


nr we conserve tod. he 
added, the pressure of demand on 
a dwindling food supply next 
winter will drive our high prices 
even higher and increase the 
danger of boom and bust in the 
American economy.” 


Stassen asserted that only the 
President and the Government 
could provide “effective national 
leadership” for the conservation 


program. 

As to the Marshall Plan, Stas- 
sen said, “my urgent message to- 
day is that speed ig necessary in 
its implementation.” 

“The President,” he declared, 
“should promptly advise the coun- 
try of the clear fact that Europe 
cannot move into this gext winter 
without a definite program from 
this country 

“The basic facts of this year’s 
economic situation in Europe were 
known months ago. This is not 
a surprise situation. It is a chal- 
lenge that has been known for 
many months but not adequately 
met to this day.” 

Stassen said the Marshal! Pian 
“is not a perfect plan“ but “we 
need to realistically face alterna- 
tives.” 

“As Europe moves into this next 
bleak winter, there are only two 
plans for Europe—one is the Mar- 
shall Plan, and the\other is the 
Communist Plan,” he said.

Working in a quiet way, through a vast patron- 
‘age Machine he has been building since 1932, 
Smith is far out in tn for the gubernatorial 
nomination. ye : 

If he is to be shisipdd before tes August, i948, 
primary, the Democratic party will have to get 
to work now. ; * 

It ‘is said that ‘both President ieee and 
Gov: Donnelly are seriously werried about the 
Smith candidacy. Their metives are naturally 


” ‘political. They are eager to win the State orf 
Missouri in the next presidential election and 
they feel Smith would weaken, not strengthen, 
the ticket. 


It the independent voters are on the job—and 
they always are in presidential years—Messrs. 
Truman and Donnelly are correct. The inde- 
pendent voters will hardly be attracted to Smith. 

Forrest Smith has been State Auditor. since 
1932 and, according to his official biography in 
the Missouri Blue Book, he is the only person 
ever elected to a fourth term for a state office 
in Missouri. The same biography lists no ac- 
complishments for Smith in his long tenure ex- 
cept the following: 


He has attracted national attention in his 
knowledge of taxation and is referred to 
as the “Daddy” of the Sales Tax Act in Mis- 
souri, being among the first to advocate such 
a tax to meet an existing emergency. 

There are other things for which the State 
Auditor is better known. He is the author of 
one of the most famous missives in Missouri his- 
tory. Back in 1936, when Smith was ‘seeking 
re-election, the old age pensioners of Missouri 
found in their mail the following letter: 


Dear Pensioner: I am taking this means of 
asking you for your vote and influence in 
my race for a second term as State Auditor, 
because you, as an old-age pensioner, know 
I have been your friend. . 

Have you ever stopped to think what 
might happen to your pension if another 
person is elected State Auditor who is not 
in sympathy with you and this law? Have 
you ever read in the papers or had a letter 
from my opponent saying he is sympathetic 
with you, or that he will work to get your 
pension increased? If you have not, why take 
any changes? 

You know an unfriendly person could and 
might stop your pension. If I am elected, 
your pension checks will be mailed you 
promptly as long as I am in office. 


This was a shabby attempt to make it appear 
to the pensioners that they owed him a debt of 
gratitude for a igw that was passed by the 
Legislature. 

In 1940, it was disclosed that employes of 
Smith's department were contributing 242 per 
cent of their salaries to a fund for political pur- 
poses. This is impolitely known as a lug. Smith's 
office, however, denied it was a lug, saying that 
the contributions were voluntary. Sometimes, 
however, when the boss passes the word around 
that he wants some voluntary contributions, the 
boys find it prudent to pony up, whether they 
want to or not. 


Smith's habit of claiming credit for acts of the 
~~ Legislature backfired on him in 1945. A press 


handout from the State Auditor’s office showed 
that Smith was taking credit for increasing blind 
pensions $5 a month. At the time, Smith was 
asking for an additional appropriation of $70,000. 
The Legislature, with the handout in mind, 
struck the sum from the appropriation bill. 
When the Constitutional Convention sought to 
bring order out of the state’s overlapping rev- 
enue departments, Smith actively lobbied to pre- 


‘ serve the old crazy-quilt structure. He did so 


because reform would cost him patronage—that 
magical device which has helped to keep him in 
office so long.. 

Smith's lobbying failed, for the convention 
provided for the establishment of the new De- 


~ partment of Revenue, but he then tried to de- 


feat the new Constitution. Shortly before the 
election, it was disclosed that propaganda against 
the new charter was being mailed to business 


firms throughout the state in envelopes ad- 


dressed: with stencils from the office of State 
Auditor Forrest Smith. 

This misuse of state property for political 
purposes is improper, but it is not heinous. 
For Smith to take credit for old age and blind 
pensions is shabby, but it is not a criminal of- 
fense. For Smith to devote his energy to build- 
ing up a political machine is only something that 

many other politicians have done. For Smith 
to oppose the new Constitution on selfish grounds 
is conventional political obstructionism. 

But do these things add up to qualify Forrest 
The Demo- 
eratie leaders of Missouri had better ponder that 
question. 
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Red Bid in Italy 


The strikes of 1,000,000 farm workers and 850, 
000 metal workers in Italy are the capital which 
Communism is making out of the country’s eco- 
nomic distress. 

As always, the Communists are using their 
economic means to political ends. They hope to 
force the fall of Premier de Gasperi's cabinet, 
from which all Communists were eliminated four 
months ago. In the new cabinet which wodld 
then be formed, the Communists would be more 
likely to have a part—perhaps they would even 
dominate; who knows? They will keep on ex- 
ploiting the economic issue, and find out. 

As Italian finances worsen, Communist power 
grows. As Communist power is exercised, it 
worsens the finances of the state—in the farm 
strike specifically by reducing the food produc- 
tion of a nation that still cannot feed itself but 
requires foreign aid. ‘ 

The leader of the Communist party in Italy, 

Palmero Togliatti leaves no doubt that what his 
organization. is engaged in is a wrecking job. “I 
predict,“ he said, that the present Government 
will soon be wrecked and replaced.” Meanwhile, 
Italians have taken about all the inflation they 
can take; they can’t live on what they can earn. 
Many prices have doubled in the past 12 months 
on top of a cumulative increase of some 2200 
per cent since 1939. 

Communists can attract supporters among the 
people who form the backbone of Italy—families 
with monthly incomes of less than $40—because 
they say confidently that they can do some- 
thing about the inflation, and because the Gov-

it. 

Isn’t it plain that the United States has got to 
take as firm a hand in Italy as it has taken in 
Greece—at least? If this country can persuade

Fast 
and drastic action has thwarted Russian Commu- 
nist designs on Greece, and there is every rea- 
son to apply the same kind of treatment in Italy. 
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Scarcity Once More? 

In spite of the current sky-high food prices, 
American farmers are being told by Elmer H. 
Sexauer, vice president of the United States 
Chamber of Commerce, to prepare to cut down 
their production. 

His argument was that so long as the United 
States feeds and clothes a large portion of the 
world’s population, American farmers need have 
no fears about getting high prices for their corn 
and wheat, their pork and beef. But, he went 


on, this situation can continue only for a limited 


number of years; therefore American farmers 
had better be thinking about ways of tapering 
off lest they bury themselves in unwanted pro- 
duce. 8 

No competent economist has ever undertaken 
to show that the farmers of the world can pro- 
duce more than the people of the world can eat. 
On the contrary, the real d ty is that many 
should have. It 
is not necessary to cite the rice diets of China 
and India to make this point. It can be demon- 
strated all too easily in sections of the United 
States. 

What is needed, then, 10 not a cut in produe- 
tion, but a cut in food costs. Certainly, a way 
ought to be found to reverse the spiral of infla- 
tion before it spins into a crash. Beyond that, 
if is a matter of full employment—of enough 
purchasing power to assure the farmer of a fair 
profit at a fair price. This is a big order. Never- 
theless, the way out is hardly to be found in 
government loans and other devices which do 
little more than give a farmer a few of the dollars 
he ought to be getting by selling everything that 


. he can reasonably raise. 


The farmer may have been the most obvious 
seeker after these palliatives of defeat, but he is 
by no means the only one who shrinks from pro- 
duction because distribution is difficult. Sections 


of industry, too, are sicklied oer by an unimagi- — 


native failure to exploit opportunities. Did it not 
take the REA to show the utilities the possibili- 
ties in carrying electric lines to the farms? 

It would be less disturbing if the unenterpris- 
ing enterpriser were the only victim of his in- 
ertia. But the sad fact is that the failure to 
produce reduces opportunities to earn and to 
buy. It is a dangerously contagious disease in 
the body economic. To thrive, capitalism must 
be dynamie and expansive. So it is dishearten- 
ing to hear farmers being pointed toward the 
downward path of scarcity once more. . Insféad, 
every effort ought to be made to save them from 
having to go that way again. 
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Combat Forces in the ZI 


As head of the Army Ground Forces, Gen. 
Jacob L. Devers is the one man above all others 
who should know the facts about our military 
personnel in the continental United States. All 
the statistics and all the locations are at his 
fingertips if, indeed, they are not on the tip of 
his tongue. When this high-ranking officer says 
we have only fragmentary defense forces in this 
country it is a statement whieh should cause the 
American people to stop, look and listen. 

Here is what we have at home in the way of 
regular Army troops, as detailed by Gen. Devers 
at Lincoln, Nebr.: ‘

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An airplane has just been flown twice into 
the eye of a Hurricane. In the scientific sense, 
we understand, this is tantamount to spitting 
in it.

Popular Awareness Dulled 


Little has been done, little is being done, 
to explain the nature and consequences of 
the European crisis to the country, to 
expound what needs to be done, to equip 
the people with the knowledge essential to 
adequate action and to quick action. 


Actually Mr. Truman s dulled and re- 
tarded popular awareness of the fullness of 
the European crisis by talking down the 
need of a special session of Congress. He 
has been moved, not by any unawareness 
of the crisis himself, but by the political 
risks which calling a special session might 
involve. The dangers of t'midity and de- 
lay are vastly greater than the dangers of 
boldness. 


For days on end now, Under Secretary 
of State Will Clayton and the department’s 
diplomatic representatives in Britain, 
France and Germany have been cabling 
home the desperate need of emergency 
action and appealing for a special session 
of Congress as early as possible. 


The initiative must come from the Presi- 
dent; thus far initiative has lagged far 
behind the gathering events. Neither pub- 


lic opinion nor political opinion has been 


prepared for the measures of economic col- 
laboration which soon must be authorized. 

The central questions which the country 
is asking and which it must be equipped 
to answer are these: 

Question: Can the United States afford 
further substantial grants for British and 
European reconstruction? 

Answer: The United States can afford 
most anything better than to allow Britain 
and Western Europe to be engulfed by an 
economic chaos which would invite Com- 
munism and dictatorship. American pros- 
perity and European depression never have 
accompanied each other,

Question: Will large American aid give 
new impetus to domestic inflation? 

Answer: Not if the European nations act 
to help themseives simultaneously with 
American aid, since what Europe will need 
wilf not exceed appreciably the exports al- 
ready going to Europe. 

Question: Will American help at this 
time strengthen socialist governments in 
Western Europe? 


Answer: Western Europe's socialist ov- 
ernments have faithfully preserved demo- 
cratic processes and individual civil 
liberties. Our concern is to protect human 
liberty within which Europe will continue 
to have the freedom to have governments 
of its own choosing. 

Europe’s economic plight is racing down- 
hill today to tragedy. The crisis cannot 
wait the long-range measures of the Mar- 
shall plan. Emergency assistance is needed, 
and emergency action alone can provide 
that assistance. 

The country ought to hear from the 
President on what needs to be done and 
why and when. It shouldn’t be necessary 
for correspondents to have to ferret the 
facts from the confidential files of the 
State Department. This crisis is no longer 
confidential. It is public, and the public 
needs to know. But time for words alone 
has passed. Words and action must be as 
nearly simultaneous as possible. 


The time for brave and foresighted politi- 
cal action is at hand.

goldfish bowl today is how quick- 
ly political persecution—sometimes 
real, often phony—twists around 
and bites the hand that did the 
persecuting. One present example 
is how after recruiting their moun- 
tain armies by Shanghai methods, 
the rebels’ Communist leaders are 
worried that the latter may de- 
sert in response to the latest am- 
nesty call. 

Another example was the July 
mass roundup of 8000 liberal and 
‘leftist Athenians — 90 per cent 
non-Communist—and their depor- 
tation to Aegean islands by 
formel Minister of Public Secur- 
ity, Gen. Napoleon Zervas. Zervas 
might be classified as the most 
helpful ally of Communist policy 
in the Balkans. Singlehanded, he 
became enrollment officer for 
Communist colleges of “persecu- 
tion” and ended by shipping 
boatloads of non-Communists 
thither. 

Then, when the stench of these 
methods became unbearable, the 
islands were turned into soft 
summer camps where food is 
abundant and movement free for 
all but a handful of the most 
belligerent Communists. Hard- 
pressed for atrocities, the Athens 
Communist newspaper complained 
that the deportees got no visits 
from their families. 

Today Red leaders are desper- 
ately eager that these innocents 
be kept in the islands until their 
undoctrination proceeds far 
enough for them to want party 
cards and their minds can be 
stamped with the idea that the 
United States is responsible for 
all these excesses. 

That is why in Ikaria, for ex- 
ample, an iron boycott has been 
organized against the pardon 
boards by the Communists.

— a our readers inquires if 
od name “Jack-Knife” signi- 
merely “man’s knife,” 
atin “the general use of Jack to 
denote a man or boy, as in Jack 
Tar, Jack Sprat, Jack-of-all-trades. 
It has been considered that the 
name may be an abbreviation of 
“Jack-with-a-knife,” but the “Jack” 
then would more probably be in 
the sense of a sheath or mechani- 
cal contrivance than an allusion to 
the boy who carries the knife. 
There is the theory, long given 
credence, that this kind of clasp 
knife or pocket knife was 30 
named after a French cutler of 
hundreds of years ago, Jacques de 
Liege, whose name was found to 
be inscribed on an old knife and 
who was said to have been famous 
for knives exported to England 
‘and Scotland. However, this at- 
tribution has only the authenticity 
of years of repetition, for no re-

The theory which must be ad- 
vanced, then, though less pictur- 
esque than the story of Jacques, 
is an etymological one. “Jack- 
knife” seems, first of all, to be 
an Americanism, possibly a con- 
traction of “Jackleg-knife.”.

boys they saved. The dramatic 
record of their heroism and self- 
sacrifice shows’ them arm-in-arm, 
praying, to our common Father, 
as they went down with the 
stricken vessel. 

“This memorial and the men it 
aids and honors, is an impressive 
reminder of needless tragedy, cost 
and degradation—a ‘price the peo- 
ple of the world must pay for war. 
It is unbelievable that the nations 
of the world, having & will for 
peace, free from bigotry of race, 
creed or color, with patience to 
achieve mutual understanding and 
justice for all, would ever again 
resort to war.” 

Although the 8040-foot pool 
itself is ready for use by disabled 
veterans, the entire memorial will 
not be completed for several 
months. Before winter a glass en- 
closure will surround the rectangu- 
lar pool and the therapeutic gym- 
nasium will be erected. A tunnel 
will connect hospital and pool so 


that the memorial can be used in 
all weather. 

Hospitalized men who gave their 
health in defense of the American 
cause will be exercising under en- 
pert therapists to build up para- 
lyzed muscles, injured spinal cords 
and nerves. In water, exercise is 
easy and pleasant instead of diffi- 
cult and painful. In the case of 
neuropsychiatric conditions, doc- 
tors say men will be reminded of 
the old swimming hole of their 
childhood and forget the anxieties 
and fears built up in battle.

N the gymnasium, the different 

ailments of the disabled veterans 

will be treated by trained thera- 
peutists using luminous and infra- 
red heat, ultra-violet rays and 
massage. There will also be spe- 
cial gymnasium equipment do- 
nated by Sophie Tucker, for the 
use of disabled veterans. 

In a message read at the dedi- 
cation of the Four Chaplains 
Memorial, President Truman said: 
“This pool will help to rebuild 
those patriots who stood between 
us and the end of our way of life. 
I hope we never fail to meet the 
needs of the heroes whose services 
a great nation can not and must 
not forget.” 

Stressing the fact that, when the 
Dorchester went down in the dark 
waters of the North Atlantic two 
Protestant ministers, a rabbi, and 
a priest gave their lives that four 
soldiers might live, United States 
Attorney General Tom C.. Clark 
aid at the dedication of the Four 
Chaplains Memorial: “Those four 
chaplains had but a single purpose 
—that of supreme faith, supreme 
sacrifice and everlasting brother- 
hood; I say again everlasting 
brotherhood, for we of the atomic 
age, like the four chaplains, must 
pin our faith in the future on that 
accomplishment.”

Has Trouble 


In Reading 
By Angelo Patri 


CHOOL failures can often be 
traced to a — difficulty. 
Children who cannot get the 
meaning of printed words easily 
and quickly are likely to fail in 
problems of mathematics, in his- 
tory and geography, in any sub- 
ject in which reading is essential. 
In order that such pupils gain 
power sufficient to enable them to 
pass in their term's work, they 
must. first be taught to read, if 
that is possible. 

We must understand that for 
some children, not many, reading 
is impossible—that is, real read- 
ing, reading to gather meaning 
from the words and to interpret 
them. To determine whether our 
slow reader ig in this total dis- 
ability class he must be examined 
and tested by the experts. These 
experts are ychologists usually 
associated with a university or a 
hospital. The usual grade teacher 
is not trained to make such tests, 
If an error is made in giving the 
test or in interpreting it, the re- 
sult is tragic for the patient. The 
tests are the experts’ work.

WHEN THE EXPERT says 
this child cannot read because of

him over to a teacher trained in 
the University, for remedial 
teaching. One thing is certain: 
Until he learns to read intelli-

A 
good way to do is to take a simple 
sentence like Run, child, Tell the

do what it says. Don’t help him. 
Wait and see what he does. If 
he sits silent, ask him to read the 
words aloud,

IF HE CANNOT Do that, then 
you put each word with a pic- 
ture. One shows the picture of a 
child, the word child below it, the 
other has the word run, and the 
picture of a child running below 
it. This lesson would be for chil- 
dren who were really beginners, 
but it is the method of teaching 
a child to find meaning in words. 

Begin simply, go slowly, the 
lesson for beginners should not 
be longer than 10 minutes, He 
should be given the two cards 
to put on his study fable where 
he can see them often, To con- 
dition such a child to reading re- 
quires a long time, A few hit 
and miss lessons will not serve, 
He must have expert teaching. 

Of course such children have 
been examined by the eye special- 
ist. That is the very first thing 
to do. Then the tests, then the 
teaching.. When a child has a 
total disability in reading, better 
teach him some other way, 
through his hands.
